ago by J. H. Flagg in Albany, N. Y., but 
Illinois was Colonel's birthplace. For the 
past few years he has been one of the 
wheel horses of Mr. Flagg's gray four-in- 
hand, but during his first years of service, 
when Charles Abbee drove for Mr. Flagg, 
was on the lead. "Colonel" and his mate, 
"Old 
Reliable," were detailed Saturday, 


because of their unusual endurance, to 
draw a fishing party in a three-seated car- 
riage to Sadawga, Vt. 
The party was 


made up of John Coswell, Walter and 
Frank Daniels and the father of the 
Daniels boys, Wallace Hodge, Michael 
Sheals, 
Warren 
Phillibrown, 
Ed- 


ward 
Clark 
and 
Malcolm 
Dick. 


Two of this party rode in a buggy. On 
the road "Colonel" was taken ill with 
colic. The young men go* outand walked 
and did all in their power to help the suf- 
fering creature. Still they pushed on and 
when within two miles of Sadawga "Colo- 
nel" fell. The bowels were ruptured by 
the fall. The suffering horse struggled to 
his feet and with great pain worked on to 
the barn, dying within ten minutes after 
he had gained its sheltering roof. Old 
"Colonel" was buried near the spot where 
he died. The departure of "Coloael's1 
well known presence from the scenes of 
his long labor will be missed by many. He 
had never been sick before and had never 
taken a lame step, and was fifteen years 
old. 
It is not too much to siy in the 


"Colonel's" obituary that he has left a 
large circle of friends who will miss his 
good, honest services, and who sorrow- 
fully say: '-Poor old 'Colonel' is dead." 


Snme Old Cemetery History. 


Some interesting statistics about the old 


cemetery have been gathered by those in- 
terested in the park movement. There 
are forty-three grave each belong to a sin- 
gle family; nineteen families have two 
graves each; three have three; two have 
four; three have five; one has seven, and 
one has twenty-three. Darby is the fami- 
ly name of the one having seven and 
Darling the name of the one having 
twenty-three. The earliest grave was in 
1S02 and the name of the person buried 
was Nabby Darling. In the same year 
William Darling was buried. There are 
ten gravestones illegible. The total num- 
ber of graves is 155.

The Graves Prize Speaking. Dr. Carter's 


Report, Mission Park Meeting and 


Address to the Mills Society. A 


Deficit of Income. 


The lOlst commencement of Williams 


college is now in progress amid the beau- 
tiful natural scenes that distinguish this 
observance, and the accessory of unusually 
delightful June weather which promises 
to continue until the close. The encir- 
cling hills and the symmetrical valley 
never were more satisfying In their sur- 
passing charm than now, and the park- 
like aspect of the village, with its flne 
cottage buildings, its handsome resi- 
dences, and its well-kept lawns, is alto- 
gether congruous to this conspicuous edu- 
cational event. 


President Carter's annual report, which 


is really a part of commencement, has to 
say among other things that college prop- 
erty has been taxed this year for the first 
time to the amount of about $400, contrary 
to the custom elsewhere in Massachusetts. 
Dr. Carter has hopes the custom may not 
continue, and says in this connection, as 
follows; 


When one considers how eager the peo- 


ple of North Adams have been to pay 
$50,000 to secure the erection of a normal 
school in their town, and recalls the im- 
mense honor that Williams college has 
brought to this community, and further 
learns that elegant houses have been built 
here and the taxable property of the town 
largely augmented and an immense in- 
crease added to the value of the real estate, 
because the college is here, the growing 
antagonism to the 
college 
appears 


strange. 


Besides this unusual deduction from 


college income Dr. Carter has to report a 
total deficit of $8,000 for the year, despite 
careful economy in management. 


The exercises began Saturday evening 


with the Graves prize-speaking by the 
seniors in the Congregational church, as 
follows: "Social evolution," S. P. Patter- 
son of Cooperstown, N. i'.; The Eubaiyat

ary critics," J. R. Allen'of Greenfield.

Dr. Carter's Baccalaureate Sermon, 


Thou Art His Disciple, But We Are Dis- 


ciples of Moses. John, !>:2S. 


Tbe great movements ot the race have had 


their origin in great teachers. 
The great 


teacliers have had devoted pupils. 
Tbe 


world has become wholesome aud pure by 
dlsclpleshlp. Because of a loyal Uisclpleship 
that neither time, nor space, nor persecution, 
nor the fascinations of wealth or power 
coulJ subdue, we meet here in a Christian 
church this morning, every one of us better, 
stronger, nobler than he would have been, 
had there been no disciples ot the Man of 
Nazareth. 


Can we give explanations why this disclple- 


sblp to CDrlst become so effective and tre- 
mendous a foree? One reason is undoubt- 
edly found in the breadth of the aim held 
before the disciples. 
His mission was to 


brlna; men, 
the whole of each man and all 


men back to God. That wa* the grandest 
mission ever undertaken on earth. To come 
Into the world with such au aim, or to 
embrace such an aim at the opening of man- 
hood, an alui so transcendently above aud 
beyond what had been cherished by any pre- 
vious prophet or reformer, and to perceive 
that this aim must be confided to his follow- 


ers, that these not stupid, but narrow-minded' 
altogether Jewlsh-mlmled disciples must be 
lifted by Incessant effort to his universal con- 
ception, must be so trained that they should 
do greater work after his departure In accom- 
plishing his aim than he could do while 
living, what a patience; what a love; what 
a series of disappointments and pathetic 
tours were necessary to impart such teach- 
ing ! Think of the vitality that went into it; 
the majestic sweetness that bore with all 
their failures and fears; the 
unflagging 


courage that his divine insight summoned, 
and answer, was there ever teaching like 
this? Was there ever a disclplesblp so trans- 
forming, so ennobling as this? Paul did not 
have It in the flesh, but he had caught the 
secret of It when In that Inspired letter to the 
Corinthians he wrote, " We all with unvalled 
face reflecting as In a mirror the glory of the 
Lord are transformed Into the same image 
from glory to glory, even as from the Lord, 
the Spirit." 


A vitally efficient feature of this teaching 


was the freedom of It. When he chose the 
twelve, Jlark tells us, it was "that they 
might be with him and that he might send 
them forth to preach. They tell when they 
begin their work, of Him, 
of his life and death, 


of his resurrection, but they set up no formal 
Imitation of 
his 
methods of preaching. 


What does this mean, except that they 
passed out from the formal stage of dlsclple- 
shlp and grasped the Inner meaning of that 
blessed relation. The noblest training does 
not bind down tlie loving soul to formulas 
and phrases; does not prescribe modes aud 
moulds; does not rivet the activities of future 
years to the necessities of to-day. True 
dlscipleshlp must Issue In Independence, must 
prepare for exigencies not yet visible; must 
so absorb the spirit of the Master that, when 
there are no definite precedents, It shall never- 
theless, work diligently in a broad and lov- 
ing and independent way, saying "My 
Master did not lay down rules for every con- 
tlrngencv, but I know Him and the meaning 
of his life and I do what He would have me 
do." 


His breadth of doctrines corresponded with 


the largeness of bis aim and the freedom of 
his method. :It was no narrow school that He' 
founded; no sensitive fondness of retirement 
that He favored. In the high-ways, In the 
fields, on the sea, on The hills He Jed his 
scholars Into relations with every kind of 


men. 
He knew, how to meet them all; his 


fine Insight discerned at once the need and 
prejudice and misery and sin of each one, but

A BAND STAND IF. 


C. W. Gallup Stands Ready to Make Good 


His Offer. 


Two years ago the town voted to in- 


struct the selectmen to grant a location 
on which to build a band stand, the 
Cadet band promising to build the stand. 
The selectmen chose a site at the monu- 
ment, and the band set to work to raise 
money for a stand. 
C. W. Gallup came 


forward and offered to build a suitable 
stand. He was at considerable expense 
getting plans and when he was ready to 
erect the stand the selectmen interfered, 
saying the churches objected. 
There 


have been many locations suggested since 
for a stand, none of which teems to be as 
desirable as the selected site. The latest 
suggestion is to build a stand on the 
academy grounds. In view of the agita- 
tion for a park at the academy Mr. Gallup 
went and viewed the proposed site this 
morning. He does not think the grounds 
as they are at present are the proper 
place for such a stand as he desires to 
build, but if the park plan carries he will 
be very glad to erect a stand that will be 
an ornament to the park and to the town.

Hoosac Valley park. The park is in prime 
order and is visited by many parties these 
days. A large party from Braytonville

—President Bliss of the Boston & Al- 


bany railroad was in town last week with 
his private car. He went to the Vermont 
line and looked about more or less.

surmised by some that his visit to this sec- 
tion was occasioned by the talk of extend- 
ing the Housatonic road from Pittsfield to 
Williamstown to connect with the Pitch- 
burg. 


—A special town meeting was held at 


Clarksburg Saturday for the purpose of 
considering the advisability of building 
one or more schoolhouses. A committee 
was appointed to investigate the matter 
carefully and report at an adjourned meet- 
ing to be held next Friday evening at 7 
o'clock. 


—John Proud of Greylock met with a 


serious accident yesterday. He was mov- 
ing a hay rake from one place to another 
and the horse began kicking. It kicked' 
part of the rake to pieces and then kicked 
Mr. Frond's knee, breaking it.

As was stated a few days ago in this 


paper the movement to convert the old 
cemetery near the Methodist church and 
other lands there into a public park is not 
going to die out at least not until it is 
seen whether the public are in favor of 
such conversion. It may be here stated, 
to remove an erroneous impression held 
by some, that the deed conveying the 
property to the deacons of the Baptist 
church does not specify that the property" 
shall revert to the original owner or her 
heirs provided it is used for any other 
purpose than that of a cemetery. There 
is, though, in the deed a clause which 
says the ground is to be held "in trust for 
the use and benefit of all persons who 
have connections buried in said ground 
and all others who may hereafter wish to 
have connections buried there, said 
grantor reserving for herself and connec- 
tions a similar right of burial in said 
grounds." This clause seems to be the 
only legal ogjection to the con version of the 
property into a public park, but, as those 
who have connections buried there have 
not had an interment in the grounds for 
years, and as most of those who might lay 
claim to the right given by the deed have 
lots in the public cemeteries, it is not be- 
lieved that anyone on sentimental or 
other grounds will object to the removal 
of the bodies interred in the cemetery to 
other proper burial places nor to the 
grounds, in conjunction with adjoining 
property, being converted into a much 
needed public park. Many prominent 
persons who have the best interests of 
this town in mind favor the idea, and to 
find the expression of the general public 
the following petition will be circulated 
for signatures: 


"Whereas in 1843 Lydia Colegrove, in 


consideration of one hundred dollars re- 
ceived of various persons in North Ad- 
auis, deeded the burial ground adjoining 
the Drury academy grounds to the dea- 
cons of the Baptist church to be held 'in 
trust for the use and benefit of all persons 
who have connections buried in 
said 


ground and all others who may hereafter 
wish to have connections buried there, 
said grantor receiving for herself and con- 
nections a similar right of burial in said 
ground'; 


"And whereas this burial ground has 


been entirely cared for by the town for 
about forty years, no provision having 
been made in the deed for care and main- 
tenance ; 


"And 
whereas no burial has been had 


in this ground, during a period of thirty 
years, but some of the remains have been 
moved to other places; 


"And whereas we believe that if all 


were thus removed they would be better 
cared for and held in dearer remembrance 
and public interest subserved by convert- 
ing said land into a public park; 


"Therefore we, the undersigned, petition 


you, 
the deacons of the Baptist church, 


that you quit claim your title in the afore- 
said premises to the inhabitants of North 
Adams to be used for the purpose of a 
public park, provided the remains and 
headstones be removed without expense 
to the kindred and buried in our public 
cemeteries in such localities as kindred 
shall provide, and in failure of such pro- 
vision that they be decently buried under 
the direction of the sexton in suitable 
lots. 


"And we, further, petition the trustees 


ot Drury academy that so much of the 
academy grounds as is embraced in the 
terrace on the west and south and has 
been denied to the use of the students of 
said academy for more than twenty years, 
be henceforth used in connection with the 
aforesaid burial ground for a public park 
to the end that the pupils of the said 
academy may enjoy the 
use of said 


grounds in keeping with the spirit of the 
donor, Nathan Drury. 


"And we, further, petition the selectmen 


of North Adams to confer with the trus- 
tees of the Methodist Episcopal church 
and 
secure 
an 
option 
on 
their 


property north of their edifice and adjoin- 
ing the before mentioned premises with a 
view to purchasing same by the town for 
public park purposes." 


The property belonging to the Metho- 


dist church mentioned in the petition is 
the house and grounds used at present as 
aparsenage. It is understood that this 
property can be secured at a reasonable 
price. As the petition states there is a 
large portion of the academy grounds 
unused by the pupils, and were the ceme- 
tery, the unused portions of the academy 
grounds and the church property to be 
combined they would give a park of over 
two acres in extent. It is stated by some 
of the best citizens of the town that such 
a park is very much needed. It would be 
a resting spot, they say, of easy access 
and, no matter what steps may hereafter 
be taken for the improvement of the 
present public park or even the provid- 
ing of another one, this proposed park 
because of its central location would be 
still specially valuable. It would seem 
that the 
removal of 
the 
remains 


interred 
in 
the 
cemetery 
would 


be a difficult and expensive matter, but 
the advocates of the plan have had an esti- 
mate given by one who knows and the 
bodies could be removed at a cost of one 
dollar each. As there are but few over 100 
bodies interred in the old cemetery their 
removal would not be very expensive. 
Those who are most deeply interested in 
the scheme do not wish to cause the town 
to assume any heavy or undesirable obliga- 
tions,but they recognize the growing neces- 
sity of a small, centrally located park and 
the growing land values and believe there 
is no better time than the present to take 
steps to provide such a park nor no better 
place, all things considered, than the old 
cemetery and the adjoining grounds men- 
tioned. They do not believe the plan can 
be begun and carried out in a day, but 
they do believe that immediate steps 
should be taken to secure these places to 
the town for park purposes so that the 
town, at whatever time it may think 
proper, can put them in shape for the use 
for which they were secured.

"OFFICIAL SCOOPER" TOO LIMITED. 


Our esteemed cotemporary has origi- 


nated the phrase, -'Official Scooper," to 
designate in its columns the daily TRAN- 
SCKIIT. So far as its use by our extem- 
porary is discreditive and objurgatory we 
cannot aspire to influence, but so far as its 
application is due to honest ignorance we 
may attempt enlightenment, and, where 
it is willfully misleading, a r<:gard for 
newspaper morals impels us to reforma- 
tory endeavor. 


The use of the phrase grew out of the 


fact that the TRANSCRIPT printed first 
the statement of the School commit- 
tee giving their reasons for removing Mr.

But its subsequent use of the 
phrase in consequence of further exclu- 
si\ e announcements by the TRANSCRIPT 
involving the doings of the committee has 
been inaccurate.

cial proffer or in consequence of any offi- 
cial intimation that they could l>e sought 
for, but were got as a part of the TRAN-

paper material is procured, and t heir sub- 
stance if not their detail, could have been 
got as readily by our cotemporai'.v as by 
the TRANSCRIPT, through the employ- 
ment of the same enterprise and effort.

the effect of an adjective when connected 
with a noun.

that is, to limit and lessen its application. 
'For instance, the noun, "horse," used by 
itself, includes all horses of all colors; but 
when the adjective, "white," is connect- 
ed with it, and the phrase, "white horse," 
is formed, its application is restricted to 
horses of the one color mentioned. And 
so the connection of the adjective, "offi- 
cial,'' with the noun, "scooper,'1 limits 
the acknowledgment of the scooping to 
official news only. But all those readers 
of

who 
are 
also 


readers of our cotemporary are aware 
that our advance announcement of news 
has been even more conspicuous, and

THE OPEN CHURCH. 


A Plea in Its Favor by Mrs. Freeland 


Sunday Evening. 


The Universalist and Methodist congre- 


gations joined in a union service at the 
Methodist church Sunday evening to lis- 
ten to an address by Mrs. Isabel Spencer 
Freeland, a member of Berkley Temple, 
Boston, on "The Open or Institutional 
Church." After the usual opening exer- 
cises the speaker was introduced by Rev. 
Dr. Brown. She made an earnest plea in 
behalf 
of open 
churches. She does 


not believe that churches costing thous- 
and of dollars to build and thousands to 
maintain should be closed six-sevenths of 
the time. The true work of the church is 
to make men like Christ and earlh like 
heaven, and it cannot do this with closed 
doors. All work for the betterment of 
the world, physically, morally and spirit- 
ually, is properly that of the church, and 
to do this work properly its doors must be 
kept open throughout the week. The 
church should exert its influence at all 
times and on all men. This open door 
movement which is spreading in England 
and the large cities of this country, may 
be called "a movement backward to 
Christ." 


Mrs. Freeland is very familiar with the 


movement and deeply in sympathy with 
it. She related many instances of great 
good accomplished hy the open church, 
which by assisting the poor and depraved 
teaches that the true church is not for the 
wealthy alone, but for all men. Mrs. 
Freeland spoke of the freedom with 
which 
all classes mingle in public, 


but in church 
the 
members 
insist 


on reserved seats, and in the popu- 
lar churches of the large cities the doors 
are guarded until the pew holders take 
their seats. A man having a family and 
working in the eity tin a small salary can- 
not afford to pay the price of a seat in 
church. The working people have come 
largely to regard the church as an institu- 
tion for the rich, and all this feeling must 
be overcome before the church can do the 
work it was designed to do. For these 
reasons many of the leading churchmen 
of the country are battling for the open 
church, which shall extend a welcome 
and its sympathy and aid to all classes at 
all times. The church which keeps its 
doors closed most of the time loses many 
opportunities to reach and save men. 


Mrs. Freeland gave an outline of the 


work being done by Berkley Temple, 
which was very interesting. There is a 
staff of eight paid workers, besides volun- 
teers, a free dispensary is maintained, 
thirty-five meetings are held each week, 
classes of boys and girls are taught, ex- 
cursions are conducted and the Temple is 
a strong working force in the city of Bos- 
ton. The saloons are kept open sixteen 
hours a day and the church must come to 
the rescue by throwing open its doors and 
reaching out after tbe masses constantly 
and in ail legitimate ways. 


A good sized audience was present and 


Mrs, Freeland had the closest attention. 
A collection was taken for her benefit.

THE ZYLONITE BOOM. 


It Will be Good News to at 


Least One Western 


Man. 


LOOKIXG FOR A "BLOCK" AT ZYLOXITE. 


It Turns Out to be a Worthless Shanty 


Standing on Blocks. 'The East 


"Getting 
Beck" 
at 


the West. 


The brightening prospects at Zylonite 


are very cheering to the few who have re- 
mained in that village during its long 
period of stagnation and well-nigh total 
desertion, as well as to the people 
Adams and this town, who realize that 
revival of business there means addition 
prosperity,.directly or indirectly, to all th 
people of the Hoosac valley. 


But th°re is one man in faraway Kansa 


City, Mo., who must also be keenly intc 
eeted in the news from Zylonite, and th 
reason why will be made clear by the fo 
lowing story. 


Some time ago one of the real estal 


agents here received a communicatio 
from this Kansas City man in which h 
stated that he had exchanged wester 
property for a block in Zylonite, Mass 
The block, he said, contained a good stor 
with a plate glass front, etc., with tenc 
merits overhead. The agent was asked to 
look up the property, report its conditio 
to the owner, rent the tenements if an 
were vacant, collect the rents, and, i 
fact take general charge of the building 
as agent of the owner, who would pay a) 
charges. 


The agent went to Zylonite to see wha 


the affair amounted to, and it took him 
some little time to find out. He inquired 
for the Burns block, as the owner hac 
called it iu his letter, but could find no 
one who seemed to know anything abou 
such property. The agent traveled al 
over Zylonite inquiring of all he met foi 
the location of the block, and had about 
made up his mind that he had been sent 
on a "Tom Fool's errand" when he 
found a man who was able to locate the 
Burns property. 


The next step was to investigate the 


property, see if any repairs were needed 
collect back rents and see that everything 
was in good running order. There was. 
no trouble in finding the property now, 
though it was not easy to recognize in it 
the place described by its western owner. 
It was found to be not far from the chapel, 
and was the smallest "block" the agent 
had ever seen. 
It was a vacant one-story 


building, perhaps 20x20, standing on posts 
in a swampy section of the village. 
The 


windows, and doors were gone, likewise 
most of the plastering, and there was not 
a fragment of plate glass to be seen. It is 
said there was once a drug store in the 
building, but the proprietor had long 
fcince departed and no one had been des- 
perate enough to pick up the trade where 
he left it. 
Consequently the building- fell 


to the care of the village boys, and what 
little was left of it at the time of this in- 
vestigation was not worth -J10. 


The agent reported the results of his 


search and soon received another letter 
from the owner who said it was very evi- 
dent he had been swindled. 
It was. He 


had paid the agent for his services and 
authorized him to sell the property at 
some price, but this could not be done at 
that time. He was informed that the lot 
might, if business should revive, bring 
from *150 to *200, but that any attempt to 
dispose of it then at any price would be 
futile, and there the matter dropped. 


In view of these facts it is easy to under- 


stand why news of returning prosperity at 
Zylonite should be welcome to the ears of 
the owner of this particular '•block," 
who may be able to get something for it 
when the boom is further advanced, 
though the amount will never be burden- 
some. 


While it is very true that "Two wrongs 


do not make a right," one cannot con- 
template this deal without having brought 
to mind the fact that for years western 
men have been preying upon the "tender- 
feet" and "bloated bondholders" of the 
East by loading upon them "valuable 
town site lots" and mining properties 
which were represented to be little less 
than miniature volcanoes of precious 
metals. And so while this Kansas City 
man has, with many others, suffered from 
the practice of "buying a pig in a bag," 
it is safe to say that the "balance of trade" 
in unseen real estate is still largely in 
favor of the West.

Possibility Tliat Ho May Be Visiting 


the Granite State. 


Two Persons Think That They 


Saw Him. 


Relatives, However, Think the Missing Man 


Is In New York. 


BOSTON, June 34.—Two reports tending 


to trace the movements of the missing 
Oscar Fernald have been received by his 
parents at their home in Somorville. 


Both show opposite courses pursued by 


the bridegroom-elect, ami, if either is true, 
an apparent reason might bo easily as- 
signed for his journey to either destina- 
tion. 


A bicyclist, It is stated by Mrs. Fernald, 


who has recently returned from a trip 
into the northern part of New Hampshire 
to Somcrville, told an intimate friend that 
he met a man in Durham, K. H., the 
Thursday following Fernald's disappear- 
ance, who would answer to the description 
o^Dscar. 


The cyclist stated that they both halted 


by the roadside and entered into conversa- 
tion. He asked the stranger his destina- 
tion and received an answer that he was 
bound for the northern part of the Granite 
state. 


Just From Somerville. 


H<- further asked him from whence he 


came. The stranger stated that he had 
left Somerville but a few days previous. 


Mrs. Fernald states that she' was told 


that the bicyclist said that upon arriving 
in Bo-iton he read of the disappearance of 
Oscar, and was immediately struck by the 
minute rcscmlilnncu of the man he en- 
countered in Durham to the man described 
in tho papers. 


Mrs. Fernald stated to a reporter that it 


mi^ht bu possible that Oscar went to New 
Hampshire, as she has a sister living in 
Middle-tun, N. H. 


She 1ms dispatched a letter to her sister 


and I* awaiting a zvply. 


The other report states that a man saw 


Oscar on the road to 1'ortMiiouth. 
Ho 


was walking along the highway. The man 
who saw him did not know him at the 
time, but stated that the description which 
he later read of the mi-iMnp man tallied 
with the description of the man hi- met on 
the highway. 


No member of the family, however, be- 


lieves iu either report. It is their opinion 
that Oscar is somewhere iu the vicinity of 
New York. 


Trolley Off. 


NEW 13EDFOBD, Juno 34.—About two 


miles from this city an electric cur, con- 
taining UO people, while going down a 
steep hill at terrific speed jumped the track 
and turned over, injuring 3!} of the occu- 
pants, and at least one will die. The car 
was demolished and tho passenger-, thrown 
in every direction.

in every cose the inestimable value ot the 
moral life and the soul was kept clearly In 
view. The school of Jesus was thus a school 
for the whole world. The training of tbe 
twelve to bear witness was a training to 
unite the race, to make all men brothers. 
This differentiates Jesus' teaching from all 
others, that love, love to God and love to 
man, not conformity to rules of conscience, 
or forms of axpression, or doctrinal belief, 
but love In tho Inner source of tbe character 
was required o' every learner. He was a 
strict teacher; his was a tremendous exac- 
tion. It was a limitless demand; It exempted 
no corner of tbe complex nature; It left out 
ol embrace no son of Adam, no barbarian, 
no slave. The learners knew that God's 
authority was boundless; tbe teacher taught 
and showed that his love was boundless too 
and exacted tbe perfections of God—of each 
frail, sinful disciple. 
With what majestic 


and st first overwhelming force the words 
must have sounded, "Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father In heaven is perfect." 


Humanity has great and glorious features. 


Its best exponents In all ages have shown 
traces of divine lineage. In this century a 
religion of humanity has arisen In France 
and has won for itself distinguished men in 
modern Europe. But a religion that gives us 
a composite photograph of Hercules and 
Plato and Kant and Schiller and Racine and 
Locke and Goethe and Beethoven and a 
thousand others as Its Ideal teacher, gives us 
a phantom. What has this phantom taught 
and what has It done for the race that it 
should take the place of Jesus? Nay, what 
soul will It ever comfort In trouble, steady In 
temptation, or to what dying sinner will It 
give a vision of an open door into tbe king. 
dom of heaven ? What an absurdity that It 
should say, " Be ye perfect In love, as njy 
Father in heaven !s perfect." 


There was another feature in the school of 


Christ that was of unique value. It was the 
constant observation by the learners ol the 
Master's relation to opposition and hostility 
and pain. There has been sometimes a dis- 
position to compare the dignity and loftiness 
of the great Socrates, as revealed iu the 
Phaedo, to tbe attitude of Christ, but the 
teaching ol Socrates could only affect culti- 
vated minds, and the loving life of Jesus 
reached all sorts and conditions of men. The 
mission that He undertook bad to be entrusted 
to plain simple men for accomplishment after 
his death. If they were to revolutionize the 
world, were to establish the new kingdom, 
it could only be done by driving out the 
Intrenched powers that held the world. These 
powers would not yield one single point of 
possession except after the most violent rests 
tance and so tbe Master lived with and before 
tbe disciples a life of steady and serene 
endurance of antagonism and deadly hostility. 
He led his disciples thus into contact with 
pain, and though healing it often, He taught 
them that It would endure, and that each of 
them must expect It to affect and distress 
himself. They were to ' drink ol his cup 
and be baptised wltb his paptlsm.' God has 
made palii lor one tblngthe result ol wrong 
living and stamped this connection with tbe 
mark of his divine approval. Christ aimed 
at the removal ol certain sources of pain and 
misery, but He never taught that pain Is the 
greatest of human evils and never attempted 
to direct attention chleflly to It. He braved 
it, He endured it, He honored It, He glorified 
It, and his disciples knew at 'last that through 
tbe gate of pain ttae race must enter Into life 
and they followed the Master through that 
gate. It Is sale to say that no manlier com 
pany, no less whining, less sentimental, but 
no less open-eyed reformers ever worked to 
alleviate pain and misery than those who In 
Imitation of Christ and taught by bis Imme- 
diate example, endured tbe 
cross and 


despised the shame. 


When new knowledge is passed from one to 


another, there is greatful enthusiasm which a 
establishes one of the most delightful ol 
human relations. It Is strange bow some 
who know the thrill of joy, when the limits 
of Ignorance are beaten back and only a little 
gain is made for positive knowledge, and 
who exult In the Intellectual progress of tbe 
race, are so dead to the wide and glorious 
vision which Grist's life and teaching have 
thrown upon tbe future of man and to tbe 
majestic Intellectual movement which He 
Inaugurated that they seek to lift out of 
obscurity and contempt teachers and writers 
whose only title to remembrance is that they 
have been hostile to the teaching of the per- 
fect teacher, the one " who spake as never 
man spake." 


.Perhaps these critics even add that the 


world has become better under the Influence 
ol this wide spread and Ingeniously adapted 
deception, during the times of superstition 
and Ignorance,—but Ills time now, they say, 
to come out into the llgnt; to throw aside the 
folly ol lalth In supernatural visitations; to 
take Him as He was, an ordinary, fallible, 
even-tempered, 
benevolent, but 
deluded 


peasant and live by the light of the facts of 
science and socleey as to-day unfolded. 
Surely the pretenslonje reason, to candor, to 
honesty which these opposers of Jesus put 
forth, Is confuted by its very statement. The 
human nature which they glory In, the pro- 
gress of which they make so much, what are 
they worth, 11 the delusion of one man, no 
matter bow finally tempered by elements ol 
dignity and sweetness can fife twelve other 
men with such loyality and zeal and sell- 
sacrificing devotion that their dlsctpieshlp 
can master the world for nineteen hundred 
years, and the finest souls In all tbe long 
tragedies ol blood and pestilence and famine, 
the noblest leaders In these chronicles of 
mingled good and evil, joy and sorrow, are 
blinded by the same delusion, are disciple? 
of tbe same Master? 


Dlsclpleship to Jehus was not loyalty to 


doctrine, to righteousness, to truth, to any 
abstract system; It was loyalty to a divine 
man. The fidelity ol tbe eleven to Jesus 
was fidelity to a god-like man! to a manhood 
that Illumined earthly lite with a heavenly 
brightness and left no province ol human 
effort without an Inspiring model and a 
god-like Inspiration and always leads men back 
to God. 


But It Is claimed that dlscipleshlp to Jesus 


Is losing power. 
His churches are not 


thronged as once. His Sunday is not kept as 
once. Tbe poor turn Irom the gospel as once 
they did uot. The potency ol that early dis- 
clpleship has degenerated Into a cold and self 
contained respectability from 
whleh the 


toilers and the swarming poor turn with 
aversion and disgust. Long since his follow- 
ers have precelved the significance ol this 
alienation ol tbe poor,and never In the history 
olthe church has there been more earnest 
tfforl to obey tbe Master's orders, to follow the 
Master's example in preaching the kingdom 
ol God to the poor, In " going into all the 
world to preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture." 
It is a crisis In the history ol the 


church, men say, but there Is always a crisis, 
11 not In one laud, then In another; 11 not In 
one generation, then certainly In tbe next 
We look back and recall these crises, and not 
one of them begins to equal for depression 
and gloom the time of tbe Master's cruel fic- 
tion and the succeeding days. But a* tbat 


cruclfictlon was followed by the resurrection 
and the resurrection by Pentecost, so In every 
age loyal hearts have kept the faith and seen 
the ranks of the disciples multiplied beyond 
what human reason divorced from faith In 
God deemed possible. This dlsclpleshlp Is 
not dead nor dying. The dkclplesblp which 
has kept the faltb, keeps It still. The noble 
hearts that have lived and died for tbe Mas 
ter through the slow lapse of centuries have 
not chased a phantom, have not lived and died 
In vain. The prophets martyrs and con- 
fessors, tbe saints and heroes etill live and 
walk among us; still point the discouraged 
and despondent to the figure on tbe cross; 
still give the cup of cold water In the Master's 
name; still whisper to dying ears the uncon- 
querable love of the Christ crucified. 


It will always be so. Wben the last wurd 


ol tbe story on the lust geologic page In tbe 
history of the earth Is being written, and the 
time arrives when the elements are to " melt 
with fervent beat and the earth and the 
works tbat are therein shall be burned up," 
faithful disciples wlil be lound at work lor 
the Master, rescuing In the last moments of 
earth's history those whom he came to save, 
and with them will be caught up In the air 
to be forever with tbe Lord; and to the last 
saved, as to Feter and James and John, as a 
result ol loyal dlsclpleship an aoundant 
entrance will be ministered Into the everlast- 
ing kingdom ot our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.
